REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 , 5- 
16, 19-23, 26 are considered allowable since when reading the claims in light of the , 
specification none of the references of record alone or in combination disclose or 
suggest the combinations of limitations specified in the independent claims. As to claims 
1 ,5-15, the prior art of record does not teach receiving a return request from the remote 
controller operative to return the source to the first real-time digital bit stream; returning 
the source to the first real-time digital bit stream in response to the return request; and 
adjusting time stamp data in the first real-time digital bit stream to maintain the 
continuous time base for the audiovisual program. As to claims 16, 19, 20-23, the prior 
art of record does not teach wherein the switch circuit is configured to switch the source 
to the second real-time digital bit stream in response to a request from the remote 
controller for an indefinite period, and to return the source to the first real-time digital bit 
stream in response to a return request from the remote controller. 

As to claim 26, the prior art of record does not teach means for receiving a 
return request from the remote controller operative to return the source to the first real- 
time digital bit stream; means for returning the source to the first real-time digital bit 
stream in response to the return request; and means for adjusting time stamp data in 
the first real-time digital bit stream to maintain the continuous time base for the audio 
visual program. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted
